That the people of the country 
had not kept pace with the growth 
of the public school system and

higher education, supporting the 
schools by methods that were an- 
tiquated, obsolete and delysive, was 
the assertion made yest@rday by 
Dr. Lotus D. Coffman, president of 
Minnesita University, in his ad- 
dress before teachers of Southern 
California, in session here at the 
Bible Institute Auditorium. 
“The growth of the secondary 
school system in the United States 
since 1870 has been egg 
ed,” Dr. Coffman stated. ‘Th 
country has more students 
tered in its secondary schools 
a:l the other nations combined, yet 
we have a smaller number. of 


trained teachers here than in y 
other country.” 
OOMPARISONS MADE 
“Last year the people of is 
country spent over $2,100,000,000 


for cosmetics, to snuff and 
minor essentials,” Dr. Coffman 
emp zed, “yet awarded only a 
little over $1,500,000,000 for devel- 
opment in all branches of edura- 
ition. We spent $5,000,000 
che gum alone and only ¢ 
nated $27,000,000 for public edu- 
cation.”
